In ſhort, Faith alone without Works ju- 
ſtifies us in the Sight of God *; but that 
Faith, which is alone without Works, is 
not a true Faith, and therefore cannot ju- 
ſtify any Perſon ®. As therefore every Man 
hath Feet and Hands; but their Offices are 
diſtin; fo it is with Faith and Works, It 
is with our Feet, that we go, and with our 
Hands that we take any thing to ourſelves. 
So every true Chriſtian walks in the Way 
of God's Commandments ; but it is by 
Faith only that we receive and apply to 
our ſelves the Benefits of Chriſts Obedi- 
_ ence, Death and Interceſſion for our * | 
fication and Salvation.

the Law or Sect, which he profeſſeth, ſo that be be dili- 
gent to frame his Life according to that Law, and the 
Light of Nature. For the Holy Scripture doth ſet out 
unto us only the Name of Jeſus Chriſt, n Men 


muſt be ſaved. 


Article XXXV. The ſecond Book of Homiles, the 


| | ſeveral Titles whereof we have joined under this Ar- 


ticle, doth contain a godly and wholſome Doctrine, 
and. neceſſary for theſe Times, as doth the former 
Book- of Homiles, which were ſet forth in the Time 


of Edward the Sixth; and therefore we judge them 
to be read in Charchen by the Miniſters, diligently 


and 
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and diſtinctly, that they may be underſtood of the 
People. 

Extract out of the Homily, Of the Salvatia of 
Adankind by only Chriſt our Saviour, from Sin aud Death 
everlaſting. Part I. Becauſe all Men are Sinners and 
Offenders againſt God, and Breakers of his Law and 
| Commandments, therefore can no Man by his own 
Acts, Works and Deeds (ſeem they never ſo good) 
be juſtified, and made righteous before God: But 

every Man of Neceflity is conſtrained to ſeek for 
another Righteouſneſs of Juſtification, to be received 
at God's own Hands, that is to ſay, the Forgiveneſs 
of his Sins and Treſpaſſes, in ſuch Things as he hath 
offended. And this Juſtification of Righteouſneſs, 
which we ſo receive of God's Mercy and Chriſt's Me- 
rits embraced by Faith, is taken, accepted and al- 
lowed of God for our perfect and full Juſtification. 
For the more full Underftanding whereof, it is our 
Parts and Duties ever to remember the great Mercy 
of God, how that (all the World being wrapt in Sin 
by Breaking of the Law) God ſent his only Sen, Our 
Saviaur Chrift into this World, to fulfil the Law for 
us, and by Shedding of his moſt precious Blood, to 
make a Sacrifice and Satisfaction, or (as it may be 
called) Amends to his Father for our Sins, to aſſwage 
his Wrath and Indignation conceived againſt us for 
the ſame.——This is that Juſtification of Righteouſ- 
neſs, which St. Paul ſpeaks of, when he faith, No 
Man is juſtified by the Warks of the Law, but freely by 
Faith in Feſus Chriſt. And again he ſaith, Mie believe 
in Feſus Chrift, that we are juſtified freely by the Faith 
ef Chriſt, and not by the Words of the Lau; becauſe 
that no Man ſball be juſtified by the Warks of the Law. 
* altho' this J uſtification is free unto us; yet it 


comes 
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comes not ſo freely unto us, that ee there is no 
Ranſom paid at all. And whereas it lay not in us 
to do that, he provided a Ranſom for us, which was 
the moſt precious Body and Blood of his own moſt 
dear and beſt beloved Sen Feſus Chrift, who, befide 
this Ranſom, fulfilled the Law of Gd for us perfectly. 
And ſo the Juſtice of God and his Mercy did embrace 
together, and fulfilled the Myſtery of our Redemp- 
tion. And of this Juſtice and Mercy knit together 
ſpeaketh St. Paul in the third Chapter to the Romans. 
All have offended, and have need of the Glory of God; 
But are juſtified freely by Grace, by the Redemption, 
which is in Feſus Chriſt, whom God hath ſet forth to 
us, for a Reconciler and Peace-maker, thro Faith in his 
Blood, To fhew his Righteouſneſs. And in the tenth 
Chapter, Chriſt is the End of the Law unto Righteouſ- 
neſs to every Man that believeth. And in the eighth 
Chapter, That which was impoſſible by the Law, inaſ- 
much as it was weak by the Fleſh, God ſending his own 
Son in the Similitude of finful Fleſh, by Sin condemned Sin 
in the Fleſh; That the Rinhteouſneſs of the Law on 
be fulfilled in us, who walk not after the Fleſh, but 
after the Spirit. In theſe aforeſaid Places the Apoſtle 
| toucheth ſpecially three Things, which muſt go 
together in our Juſtification, Upon Gad's Part his 
great Mercy and Grace: Upon Chriff's Part Ju- 
ſtice, that is, the Satisfaction of God's Juſtice, or 
the Price of our Redemption, by the Offering of 
his Body, and Shedding of his Blood, with Ful- 
filling the Law perfectly and throughly: And upon 
our Part a true and lively Faith in the Merits of 
eſus Chriſt, which yet is not ours, but by God's 
orking in us. So that in our Juſtification there is 
not only handy Mercy and — but alſo his Ju- 
| ſtice 
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ſtice, which the Apeſtle calls the Juſtice of Gd, and 
it conſiſts in Paying of our Ranſom, and Fulfilling of 
the Law. And ſo the Grace of Gd doth not ſhut 
out the Juſtice of God in our Juſtification, but it 
only ſhutteth out the Juſtice of Man, that is to ſay, 
the Juſtice of our Works, as to be Merits of Deſer- 
ving our Juſtification. And thereſore St. Paul de- 
clares here nothing upon the Behalf of Man concern- 
ing his Juſtification, but only a true and lively Faith, 
which nevertheleſs is the Gift of Gad, and not Man's 
only Work without Gad. And yet that Faith doth 
not ſhut out our Repentance, Hope, Love, Dread, 
and the Fear of Ged to be joined with every Man 
that is juſtified ; but it ſhutteth them gut from the 
| Office of Juſtifying. So that though they be all pre= 
ſent together in him that is juſtified ; yet they juſtify 
not all together. Neither doth Faith ſhut out the 
Juſtice of our good Works neceſſarily to be done after- 
ward of Duty toward God (for we are moſt bounden 
to ſerve God in doing good Deeds, commanded by 
him in his B Scripture all the Days of our Life.) 

But it excludeth them, ſo that we may not do them 
to this Intent, to be made juſt by Doing of them. 
For all the good Works, that we can do, are imper- 
fect, and therefore not able to deſerve our Juſtifica- 
tion. But our Juſtification doth come freely by the 
mere Mercy of God, and of ſo great and free Mercy, 

that whereas all the World was not able of them- 
ſelves to pay any Part towards their Ranſom, it pleaſed 
our heavenly Father of his infinite Mercy, without any 
of our Deſert or Deſerving, to prepare for us the moſt 
precious Jewels of Chriſt's Body and Blood, whereby 
our Ranſom might be fully paid, the Law fulfilled, 
and his Juſtice fully ſatisfied, - 2 that Chriſt is now 
K the 
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the Righteouſneſs of all them, that truly do believe 


in him. He for them paid the Ranſom by his Death. 
He for them fulfilled the Law in his Life. $6 that 
now in him, and by A every true Chriſtian Man 
may be called a Fulfiller of the Law); for as much 
as that which their Infirmity ODE" Chri iffs W 
bath ſupplied.

As beſide Hilary, 
Baſil, and St. Ambreſe before rehearſed, we read the 
ſame in Origen, St. Chryſoſtom, St. Cyprian, St. Au- 


 guſtine, Proſper,” Oecumenius, Proclus, Bernard, Am 


felme, and many other Authors Greek and Latin, Ne- 
vertheleſs this Sentence, that we are juſtified by Faith 


only, is not ſo meant of them, that the ſaid juſtifying 


Faith is alone in Man without true Repentance, Hope, 
Charity, Dread and the Fear of Gad, at any Time 


or Seaſon. Nor when they ſay, That we ſhould be 
_ juſtified freely, do they mean, that we ſhould or 
might afterward: be idle, and that nothing {ſhould be 


required on our Parts aſterward. Neither do they 
mean ſo to be juſtified without good Works, that we 
ſhould do no good Works at all. But chis ſaying, 
That we are juftified by Faith only, freely, and withaut 
Merts, is * to take away clearly all Merit f 
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our Works, as being unable to deſerve our Juſtifica- 
tion at God's Hands, and thereby moſt plainly to ex- 
preſs the Weakneſs of Man, and the Goodneſs of 
God, the great Infirmity of our ſelves, and the Might 
and Power of Gad, the Imperfectneſs of our own 
Works, and the moſt abundant Grace of Our Saviour 


Chriſt; and therefore wholly to aſcribe the Merit 


and Deſerving of our Juſtification unto Chrift only, 
and his moſt precious Blood-ſhedding. This Faith 
the Huy Scripture teacheth us. This is the ſtrong 
Rock and Foundation of our Religion. This Doc- 
trine all the antient Authors of Chriſt's Church do 
approve. This Doctrine advances, and ſets forth 
the true Glory of Chriſt, and beats down the vain 
Glory of Man. This whoſoever denies, is not to 
be accounted a Obriſtian Man, nor a Setter- forth 


of Chriſt's Glory ; but for an Adverfary 0 Chrift 
and his Goſpel, and for a Setter-forth of Mens 


vain Glory. —Firft, you ſhall underſtand, that in 


dur Juſtification by Chriſt it is not all one Things 


the Office of God unto Man, and the Office of 
Man unto God. Juſtification is not the Office of 
Man, but of God; for Man cannot make himſelf 
righteous by his own Works, neither in Part, nor in 
the Whole. For that was the greateſt Arrogancy and 
Preſumption in Man, that Antichrift could ſet up 
againſt God, to affirm, that a Man might by his own

only, and 1s not a thing, which we render unto him, 
but which we receive of him; not which we give to

which is within us, doth juſtify us, and deſerve our 
Juſtification unto us (for that were to count our ſelves 
to be juſtified by ſome Act or Virtue, which is with- 


in our ſelves) but the true Underſtanding and Mean- 


ing thereof is, that although we hear God's Word, 
and believe it, although we have Faith, Hope, Cha- 
rity, Repentance, Dread and Fear of God within us, 
and do never ſo many Works thereunto ; yet we muſt 
renounce the Merit of all our ſaid Virtues, of Faith, 
Hope, Charity, and all other Virtues and good Deeds, 
which we either have done, ſhall do, or can do, as 
things that are far too weak and inſufficient, and imper- 
fect to deſerve Remiſſion of our Sins, and our Juſtifica- 
tion; and therefore we muſt truſt only in God's Mercy, 
and that Sacrifice, which our High Prieſt and Saviour 
Chriſt Feſus the Son of God once offered for us upon the 
Croſs, to obtain thereby God's Grace and Remiſſion, 
as well of our Original Sin in Baptiſm, as of all ac- 
tual Hin committed by us after Baptiſm, if we t 7 
repent, and turn unfeignedly to him again. 80 
as St. John the Baptiſt, although he was never ſo vir- 
tuous and godly a Man; yet in this Matter of For- 
giving of Sin, he did put the People from him, and 
directed them to Chriſt, ſaying thus unto them, Be. 
Bold, yonder is the lamb of God, who taketh away the 


fine of the world; even fo, as great and as godly a 
Virtue as the lively Faith is, yet it putteth us from 


its ſelf, and remits, or appoints us unto Chri/?, to 
have only by him Remiſſion of our Sins or Juſtifica- 


tion, 80 that our Faith in ws (ﬆ | it were) faith

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unto us thus, It is not J, that take away ybur Sins; 
but it is Chriſt only, and to him only I fend you for 
that Purpoſe, forſaking therein all your goed Works 
and Virtues, Words, Thoughts and Webs _ anly

The third Part of the Sermon of Soluntin The very 
true Meaning of this Propoſition or Saying, V ars 
juſtified by Faith in Chriſt auly, is this, according to 
the Meaning of the old, ancient Autbors, We put our 
Faith in Cbriſt, that we are juſtified by him only, 
that we are juſtified by God's free Merey, and the 
Merits of our Saviour Chrift only, and by ne Virtue 


or good Works of our own, that are in us, or that 


we can be able to have or to do, for to deferve tze 
the ſame, Chriſt himſelf heing only the mexitoriaus | 


> Cauſe thereof. 


Here you may perceive many Words to be uſes to 
avoid Contention in Words, with them who de- 
light to brawl about Words, and alſo to ſhew the 
true Meaning, and to avoid evil Taking and Miſun · 
derſtanding.——The Truth is, that our own Works 


do not juſtify us, to ſpeak properly of our Juſtifica- 


tion, (that is to ſay) our Works do not merit or de- 
ſerve Remiſſion of our Sins, and make us of unjuſt, 
juſt before God. But Gad of his own Merey, through 
the only Merits and Deſervings of his Son Feſus:Chrift, 
doth juſtify us. Nevertheleſs, becauſe Faith doth di- 
rectly ſend us to Chri/t for the Remiſſion of our Sins, 


and that by Faith given us of Cod we embrace the 
Promiſe of God's Mercy, and of the Remiſſion of our 
Sins, (which thing no other of our Virtues or Works 


properly doth). therefore the Scripture uſeth to ſay, 


That Faith without Marts doth juſtify. And foraſ- 


much 
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much as it is all one Sentence in Effect, to ſay, Faith 
without Works, and only Faith doth ju/tify us, therefore 
the old, aneient Fathers of the Church from Time to 
Time have uttered our Juſtification with this Speech, 
Only Faith jufhfieth us, meaning no other thing than 


Bt. Paul meant, when he ſaid, Faith without works 


Juſtifieth ur. And becauſe all this is brought to paſs 
through the only Merits or Deſervings of our Saviour 
Chrift, and not through our Merits, or through the 
Merit of any Virtue, that we have within us, or of 
any Work, that cometh from us; therefore in that 
Reſpect of Merit or Deſerving we forſake (as it were) 
altogether again Faith, Works, and all other Virtues. 
For our own Imperfection is fo great through the 
Corruption of Original Sin, that all is imperfect, that 


is within us; Faith, Charity, Hope, Dread, Thoughts, 


Words and Works, and therefore not apt to merit or 
deſerve any Part of our Juſtification for us. And this 
Form of Speaking we uſe in the Humbling of our 
ſelves to God, and to give all the Glory to our Saviour 
Chg, who is beſt worthy-to have it. 

How can a Man have this true F aith, this Gen 
Truſt and Confidence in God, that by the Merits of 
Chrift his Sins are forgiven, and he is reconciled to 
the Favour of God, and to be Partaker of the King- 
dom of Heaven by Chriſt, when he lives ungodlily, 


And denieth Chrift in his Deeds? ly, no ſuch un- 
_ godly Man can have this Faith"and Truſt in God. 


For as they know Chriſt to be the only Saviour of the 
World; fo they know alſo, that wicked Men ſhall 
not enjoy the Kingdom of Gad. They know, that 
Su hateth Unrighteouſneſs, that he will deſtroy all 
thoſe, that ſpeak — that thoſe, Who have done 
| | good 


% 
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good Works (which cannot be done without a lively 
Faith in Chriſt) ſhall come forth to the Reſurrection 
of Lifez and thoſe, that have done Evil, ſhall come 
forth to the Reſurrection of Judgment. They alſo 
know very well, that to them that be contentious, 
and to them that will not be obedient unto the Truth, 
but will obey Unrighteouſneſs, ſhall come Indigna- 
tion, Wrath and Affliction. a 

Homily, Of the true, liuay, and Chriſtian Faith. 
Part I. Gad will be a loving Father unto us, corre&- 
ing us for our 'Sin, but not withdrawing his Mercy 

finally from us; if we truſt in him, and commit our 
ſelves wholly unto him, hang only upon him, and 
call upon him, ready to obey and ferve him. This 
is the true, lively and unfeigned Chriſtian Faith, and 
is not in the Mouth and outward Profeſſion only; but 

5 it liveth and ſtirreth inwardly in the Heart. And 

| this Faith is not without Hope and "Truſt in God, 

nor without the Love of Ged and of our Neighbours, 
nor without the Fear of Gad, nor without the De- 
fire to hear God's Word, and to follow the ſame in 

Eſchewing evil, and Doing gladly all good Works. 

The very ſure and lively Chriſtian Faith is, not only 

to believe all things of Gd, which are contained in 

the Holy Scriptures 3 but alſo it is an earneſt Truſt 
and Confidence in Ged, that he doth regard us, and 
that he is careful over us, as the Father is over the 

Child, whom he doth love, and that be will be mer- 

ciful unto us for his only Sas fake, and that we have 

our Saviour Chriſt our perpetual Advocate and Prieſt, 
in whoſe only Merits, Oblation and Suffering we do 
truſt, that our Offences are continually waſhed and 
purged, whenſoever we, repenting truly, do return 


IF 
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to him with our whole Heart, ſtedfaſtly determining 
with our ſelves, through his Grace, to obey and ſerve 
him in keeping his Commandments, and never to 
turn back again to Sin, Such is the true Faith, 
which the Scripture doth ſo much commend ; the 
which, when it ſeeth and conſidereth what God hath 
done for us, is alſo moved through the continual Aſ- 
ſiſtance of the Spirit of Gad, to ſerve and pleaſe him, 
to keep his Favour, to fear his Diſpleaſure, and to 
continue his obedient Children, ſhewing Thankful- 
neſs again by obſerving or keeping his Command- 
ments, and that freely, for true Love chiefly, and 
not for Dread of Puniſhment, or Love of temporal 
Reward, conſidering how clearly, and without our. 
Deſervings we have received his Mercy and Pardon a 

freely. 
Did. Part II. This is the Chriſtian Faith, which 
all theſe Fathers, Martyrs, and all other holy Men, 
(whom St. Paul ſpoke of) had, and we alſo ought to 
have. And although they were not named Chriſtian 
Men; yet it was a Chriſtian Faith, which they had. 
Far they looked for all Benefits from God the Father, 
through the Merits of his Sn Jeſus Chrift, as we 
now do. This Difference is between them and us, 
that they looked, when Chriſt ſhould come, and we 
are in the Time, when he is come. Therefore faith 
St. Auguſtine, The Time is altered and changed, but 
not the Faith. For we have both one Faith in 
one Chriſt, The ſame Holy Ghoft, alſo that we have, 
had they, faith St. Paul, For as the Holy Ghaſt doth 
teach us to truſt in God, and to call upon him as 
aur Father; ſo did he teach them to ſay, as it is 
written, Thou, Lord, art our father and our redeemer, 
and 
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and thy name is without beginning, and everlaſting.” 
God gave them then Grace to be his Children, as 
he doth us now. 

_ Homih, Of good Warks mt. to Faith, Part the 
firſt in the End. Moſt plainly to this Purpoſe writes 
St. Chryſoftome In Sermone de Fide, Lege & Spiritu 
Sands) in this Manner, You ſhall find many, who 
have not the true Faith, who are not of the Flock 


of Chri i; and yet, as it appeareth, they flouriſh in 


good Works of Mercy. You ſhall find them full of 
Pity, Compaſſion, and given to Juſtice ; and yet for 
all that, they have no Fruit of their Works, becauſe 
the chief Work is wanting. For when the Fews 
aſked of Chriſt, What they ſhould do to work good 
Works? He anſwered, This is the Work of God, to 
believe in him, whom he ſent, So that he called 
Faith the Work of Cod. And as ſoon as a Man 
bath Faith, he ſhall immediately flouriſh in good 
Works. For Faith of it ſelf is full of good Works, 
and nothing is good without Faith. And for a Simi- 
litude he faith, That they, who gliſter and ſhine in 
good Works without Faith in God, are like dead 
Men, who have goodly and precious Tombs, and 
yet it availeth them nothing. Faith may not be 
naked without good Works; for then it is no true 
Faith ; and when it is joined to Works, it is above 
the Works. For as Men, who are very Men indeed, 
firſt have Life, and afterward are nouriſhed : So 4 
. our Faith in Chriſt go before, and afterward be nou- 
riſhed with good Works. And Life may be without 
Nouriſhment; but Nouriſhment cannot be without 
Life. A Man muſt needs be nouriſhed by good 
* but firſt he muſt have Faith. He that doth 
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good Deeds, yet without Faith, he hath no Life. 


I can ſhew a Man, who by Faith without Works 
lived, and came to Heaven ; but without Faith never 


Man had Life. The Thief, who was hanged,” when. 


Chriſt ſuffered, did believe only, and the moſt merci- 
ful God juſtified him. And becauſe no Man ſhall fay, . 
that he lacked Time to do good Works, for elſe he 


would have done them, it is true, and I will not con- 


tend about it ; but this I will ſurely affirm, that Faith 
only ſaved him. If he had lived, and not regarded 
Faith and the Works thereof, he would have loſt his 
Salvation again. But this is to the Effect, that I ſay, 
that Faith by it ſelf ſaved him; but Works by them- 
ſelves never juſtified any Man, Here you have heard 


ceive, that neither Faith is without Works, having 


an Opportunity for them; nor Works can avail e
